T h e S ou th ern C itrus B e lt D e lu g e d —R a il­ 
w ay L in es D a m a g ed . 


S a n F r a n c is c o , D ecem ber 26tb.—There were 
showers and m ore th an showers yesterday at 
m any points, continuing tne long dow npour 
th a t has now been in progress nearly ovary day 
lor a m onth. The rein fell steadily on fields ai­ 
read > flooded, in stream s already bank full, 01^ 
railw ay beds th at already were holding all the 
m oisture they could w ith safety. By th e rains 
of this w eek th e railw ays ol th e State have 
suffered m ore tt an at any previous tim e this 
season, au d if th e soaking- continues m ore 
trouble yet is anticipated. The high-flowing 
stream s and the w eight of w ater ou ihe banks 
of cuts caused th e ch ief trouble ou. lines yester­ 
day. Two Southern Pacific bridges east and 
north of Los Angeles w ere carried aw ay, and 
to-day, consequently, th at city was entirely cut 
cff from rail com m unication except w ith Santa 
Monica. There w ere w ashouts at m any points 
throughout Southern California, 011 both the 
S anta Fe and Southern Pacific system s,-and to­ 
day large forces of m en were engaged in repair­ 
ing the dam age. 
T he San Francisco rainfall yesic-rdqy an d last 
night (to 7 a . m . to-day), according to Southern 
Pacific records, am ounted to G3 of an inch, 
m aking the season's total by th is gauge 24.71 
inches, in great contrast to the 10 70 inches for 
the corresponding period last season. The rain 
extended through th e upper valleys, swelling 
th e season’s total at Napa to 20.79; a t Red Blull 
to 20.91; at Merced to 9.58; at H anford to 7 39; at 
N ew hall to 27.b7. 
In the Sierras there was a light snowfall, 
am ounting to two inches a t Verdi, near Reno. 
This side of th a t point there was little or 110 
fresh snow on the C entral Pacific line. At Sum ­ 
m it no one cares to have any m ore snow fall 
just now, for it me asures neaily fourteen feet on 
e level and is packed h ard by the long contin­ 
uing storm . T he big rotary snow plow and the 
sm aller furrow plows have k ep t the track clear 
and in good order, and delays iu th at section, 
consequently, have been slight. The fast over­ 
lan d M onday, W est-bound, was d elay td iu the 
m ountains, but it was due only indirectly to the 
snow, ior an overturned snow plow w as the 
cause. 
Assistant G eneral S uperintendent P. H. Pratt 
and A ssistaut (Superintendent o f Track J. U. 
W allace started yesterday for Los Angeles as 
scon as the trouble on th e m ain line was re­ 
ported. A large force of m en were secured at 
O agland Point, au d some sixty large freight cars 
were loaded w ith repairing m aterial for the 
dam aged trestles, bridges, etc. These cars are 
sent forw ard rapidly, and w ith consignm ents 
from other quarters m ake fully one hundred 
carloads of m aterial sent to the scene of the 
trouble. 
The first obstacle to traffic is at South Side, 
fifty m iles this side of Los Angeles. A short 
piece of track was here w ashed out of place by 
the flood. 
Below this, shortly before reaching 
Los A m eles, a long bridge is gone, and sim ilar 
disaster m et the other Southern Pacific bridge 
011 the m ain line, running east from I.os An 
gles. N either of these w ere very substantial 
structures dud w ill be soon repaired, blight 
trouble is reported also 011 th e bridge near Col­ 
ton. A press dispatch says the bridge over the 
San G abriel riv er at El M odeno, 011 the Colton 
line, w as early carried aw ay aud com m unica­ 
tion betw een Los^Augeies and Pasadena is also 
interrupted for the sam e reason. 
The m ost disastrous w ashouts th e coast divis­ 
ion has had for years occurred yesterday, when 
several hundred feet of track near Choloue, 
nine m iles below Soledad, w ere underm ined bv 
th e Salinas river. 
Passengers 011 yesterday’s 
trains w ere transferred around th e track, aud 
this practice will continue for a few days until 
th e 
dam age 
is 
repaired. 
Superintendent 
Bassett w ent to-day to th e scene. T he San 
Ardo trestle bridge is also reported iu a very 
shaky condition, th e pillars having been com ­ 
pletely underm ined by th e current. 
N ear Del Monte the track is u n d er w ater, the 
lake in Del Monte grounds hav in g ovctflowed 
its banks. 
No trains are running, nor have they been for 
some days, on the South Pacific Const narrow 
gage betw een S anta Cruz and Glenweod, fifteen 
m iles th is side. Passengers and m ails for Santa 
C ruzare transferred daily to the Coast Division 
trains at S anta < lam . 
No attem pt is m ade to 
run trains ou the Boulder creek division of the 
road. 
The California and Oregon road was reported 
iu fair order at last aceouuts. On the A tlantic 
and Pacific w ashouts betw een M ohave an d The 
Needles are delaying trains. 
The high w inds ot W ednesday night w recked 
the boat house at th e foot of G rand street, Ala­ 
m eda, am i w ith it several pleasure boats and 
canoes. A large portion of th e feuce of the ball 
grounds at the West End was also blown dow n, 
as well as several hundred feet belonging to the 
estate of the late A llred a . Cohen. 
The Oregon train, w hich should have arrived 
here th is m orning at 7:45 o’clock, is tw elve 
hours late. T he d lay is caused by trouble to 
ih e road, w hich happened during the recent 
rains. 
T he train from Santa M arguerita, due here on 
th e 24th iu -tan t at 6:12 p. M., did r o t arrive until 
to-day at 11:20 a m 
This detention is ow ing to 
the bad condition of tbe road betw een Soledad 
and Santa M arguerita, caused by th e late storm 
and a rise o f the. w aters of the Salín* s river. 
No m ails are being carried on th e line be­ 
tw een San Luis Obispo and Los Olivos, owing 
to the track being dam aged. O11 account of 
w ashouts and high w aters the m ail service is 
not in action betw een M ojave an d Colton. 


M o ja v e , Decem ber 26th.—D ivision Superin­ 
tendent T. J. U rquhart of the Southern Pacific 
Com pany was seen to-night, and says: “Our 
track is O. K. from Bakersfield to South Side; 
from south Side to ~augus there are a great 
m any very bad w ashouts, m any culverts were 
gone, the bridges w ere unsafe aud th e track 
badly w ashed. 
From Saugus to Han Fernando 
the track isO . K. South of Sail Fernando one 
span of th e bridge at Tejunga creek is gone. O11 
the V entura division, 011 account of the wires 
being dow n, we cannot a certain the dam age 
A ssistant General S uperintendent Platt, Assist­ 
a n t Superintendent o f Track W allace aud Di­ 
vision K oadm asur Ambrose are ou the ground 
wi tli a large force of men. M aterial is being 
rapidly te n t forward, and the w ork of repairing 
is w ell under way. It w ill, how ever, take sev­ 
e ral days to pu t the road in condition for re ­ 
sum ption of traffic w ithout trains to transfer. 
The A. & P. has several w ashouts, the most seri­ 
ous of w hich is at W aterm an. T he Mojave 
riv er bridge is gene, bu t it is im possible at this 
h our to give an account.” 


T e h a c h a p i, D ecem ber 
26th.—The 
railroad 
situation this m orning appears to be as follows : 
rih e Southern Pacific is open as far south as 
South Side, in Soledad Canyon. The situation, 
from there to the S anta C lara river is bad. '* he 
track is gone for several miles, w ith the bridge 
across the river, and there is >0 much w ater th at 
repairs are difficult. There was a heavy rain 
there la d night. 
W ithin the la*t tw enty hours six heavy work 
traína w ith 600 m en. and loaded w ith m aterial, 
have hurried south, S uperintendent P ratt being 
w ith th e last oue. Tbe road was reported as be­ 
ing w ashed out last nú»lit at Tejuga in San Fer­ 
nando valley; both railroad bridges are gone ou 
the Los Angeles river. 
The road for through trains cannot be opened 
w ith reasonable w eather for several days aud 
if th e rains continue it is im possible to say 
w hen. T he A tlantic and Pacific lost the bridge 
across the Mojave river a t Barstow yesterday 
afternoon, and slides are reported at Canyon 
Pass. It is raining here th is m orning. The 
track across T ehacbapi M ountain has stood the 
storm splendidly. There has been no m ail here 
for th ree days. Two trains turned back from 
the break found north this m orning. 


Los A n g e l e s , D ecem ber 26th.—A t 9:30 a . m. 
th e rain began falling again iu torrents, not 
w ithstanding th e sun rose in a stretch of clea 
sky. The indications are for rain all day. 
R ailroad com m unication is cut off in all d i­ 
rection*. The S outhern Pacific and Santa Fe 
people report w ashouts, land slides and bridges 
w ashed aw ay in m any places. 
Owing to the 
lack o f telegraphic com m unication it is impos­ 
sible to tell the extent of dam ages iu sections 
rem ote from th is city. T he road on th e Mojave 
desert is badly dem oralized, as is the case be­ 
tw een th is city and th e T ehachapi m ountains. 
O ver seven m iles of the Southern Pacific track 
ou th e San Pedro branch are u n d er w ater. No 
trains are m an n in g . 
R ailroad S uperintendents state th a t they do 
not know w hen trains w ill be running, as it is 
still raining an d the ex ten t of th e dam age is 
unknow n. 
The Southern Pacific reports a loss so far as 
know n to track and bridges of 3150,000. 
The 
Santa Fe say th eir loss is $200,000 so far. 
The dam age in this city is great. Only two 
bridges across th e river can be traveled. M any 
streets are m ade im passable. The river is high. 
The last train on the Southern Pacific road 
from th e west *Dd the north arn v ed Monday. 
The railroad bridge across the San Gabriel 
river at El M odena is gone. There is no trace 
o f it. S uperintendent M uir says the trains will 
uot go through to s*au Francisco for four days. 
Los Angei.es. D ecem ber 24th.—The Los A n­ 
geles, Saa G abriel and New «an G abriel rivers 
have overflowed the land betw een them , form ­ 
ing one river, w hich is rushing to th e ocean 
and doing great dam age. 
A lake five m iles in 
e x ten t has form ed ou th e Laguna ranch, de­ 
stroying the erops. Serious w ashouts have oc­ 
curred. In Soledad canyon five m iles of track 
is u n d er tw enty feet of w ater. Several stretches 
of a thousand feet each of the track is w ashed 
out, besides sm aller w ashouts. One iron aud 
m auy wooden bridges are w ashed aw ay. It 
w ill take a w eek to pu t the track in running 
order. 


S a n B e r n a r d in o , D ecem ber 26th.—No train s 
to or from Los Angeles are expected before Sat­ 
urday, ow ing to th e w aabont. Cajon Pass i* in 
iearful shape. The big cu t is filled for 300 ieet 
at each end. and betw een Ih e hills eighteen feet 
of w ater covets the track. Four overland trains 
are tied op a t Barstow w ith Eastern m ails. One 
, OTCriaad is tied up h ere ior th ree days. The 


storm in the* m ountains was terrific, and the 
w ater rushed down the valley in torrents. The 
stream s were all rivers aud th e rush of w aters 
cut new channels, changing the course of 
stream ^ through farm s and orchards. Im m ense 
quantities of debris cam e dow n, blockading the 
stream s several feet w ith sand. On the bottom 
lands south of th e city the w ater from W arm 
creek and L ittle creek spread over a large ter­ 
ritory, au d several fam ilies had to seek high 
ground. R ayner, w ho was supposed to have 
been drow ned, turned up all right. He had 
stopped over n ig h t w ith a neighbor. 
Los A n g e l e s , Decem ber 26th.—It rained very 
h ard throughout Los Angeles valley th e entire 
m orning. However, th e river rose but a few 
iuches, and to-nighi is rapidly assum ing its nor­ 
m al proportions. All danger from th at source 
is past, unless m ore rain should fall. Now th at 
the w ater has subsid d sufficiently to perm it of 
investigation, the dam ages are m uch greater 
th an first expected. The stieets of the city 
have suffered terribly. 1 he new graveled thor 
oughfares have had the paving swept into the 
g u ite rsa u d w ashed aw ay, until th e streets are 
iu a worse condition th an before they w ere im ­ 
proved. £cw cns*re bursted, foundations w eak­ 
ened, basem ents flooded, m erchandise dam aged 
an d the two city br.dges across th e river greatly 
in ju red 
The telegraph w ires w ere replaced to­ 
day, m aking it i»ossible to obtain m ore specific 
inform ation in respect to the dam age to the 
railroads. 
Reports come from all directions, and nearly 
all the lines in a radius 01 tw enty m iles are 
paralyzed. The Southern Pacific bridge over 
the San Gabriel river at Ei Monte is badly crip­ 
pled. Train No. 24, cast transferred the passen­ 
gers fiom th a t point to Los A ngeles by h an d ­ 
cars, a distance of thirteen m iles. 
A pile-driver, en route Jrom Tucson, w ill a r­ 
rive at El Monte in the m orning to repair the 
bridge. The line betw een here and M ojave is 
badly w ashed. 
The Tejunga and B urbanks 
bridges are gone. Soledad canyon is flooded 
and th e approaches to all bridges in th a t can­ 
yon are w ashed out. It several places th e track 
for over 1.000 feet is gone, and the S a n ta c la ra 
river is swollen to unparalleled dim ensions. We 
expect no trains from the north for a w eek or 
more. 
The train for San Pedro w ent out as far as 
Compton, but was forced to return. AU the 
force available is being concentrated on th at 
branch w ith the intention of opening com m u­ 
nication by steam er w ith San Frau cisco as 
soon as the line is iu safe condition. Through 
passengers w ill be transferred from the Sunset 
rout** at San Pedro to th e Pacific Coast Com­ 
pany’s steam ers. 
We expect to get a train through to-m orrow 
I h e S anta Fe line suffered th e m ost dam age. 
The Surf line is iu very bad condition below 
Oceanside. There are also num erous w ashouts 
near aud south of San Ju an Capistrano. 
Il is 
thought no train will get througn to San Diego 
for ten days. 
The line to San B ernardino is in a terrible 
shape. 
Bridges and track are gone in m auy 
places and the train sent out from San B ernar­ 
dino to San Diego th is m orning was unable to 
go below Elsinore. 
Four hundred passengers 
en route to this city and vicinity are enjoying 
the hospitality of the S anta Fe. 
At Barstow it is thought a train w ill get 
through to Sum m it to-m orrow. 
From there 
they w ill be transferred by carriage six m iles 
over the m ountain ioads to Cajon, and by train 
from there to San B ernardino. 
T he num erous land-slides at Cajon Pass causes 
th e transfer. 
A party of T hilips’ excursionists bound for 
this city arrived at M ojave Tuesday evening, 
and were detained there 36 hours. They were 
th en sent to San Francisco, from w hich th ey 
w ill take steam er to San Pedro. 
All the m en th at can be secured «rill be put 
to w ork in the m orning repairing th e dam ages 
in the city. 
Citizens aud officials expect t o trains to ar­ 
rive or depart for a w eek or ten days. The At­ 
lantic am i Pacific is running no trains betw een 
Mojave and Barstow. 
1 he river h as flooded the famous N adeau 
w inery four m iles south of th e city, causing a 
great loss by bursting num erous vats and de 
st roving im m ense q uantities of old wine. 
S a n D ie g o , D ecem ber 26th.—T he storm is 
over here. T he C alifornia Southern is w ashed 
out n ear th e city. No m ails have been received 
for live days, and there is no probability for any 
for several’ days more. 
Bishop’s Ch eek, Decem ber 26th.—T he rain 
here continues.

“T here’s no danger, in m y ju d g m en t, of 
th e S acram ento river brin g perm an en tly 
diverted at the break.” said a prom inent 
engineer to a B u lletin reporter on yesterday. 
‘‘I w as tip th a t w ay last w eek on private 
business, and passed the break three tim es. 
T here’s a big cut in th e levee there, be­ 
tween 600 and 800 feet long, and th e river 
goes over into the slough w ith considerable 
velocity. 
Y ou cannot tell w hether the 
bank is cut dow n m uch, but I doubt if the 
w ater is yet dow n to clay and hard pan. 
I t’s the law , in a diversion like th at, fo rth e 
river to cut deep at the breaking point, but 
to pile up sand and d etritus beyond, out­ 
side, in a sort o f sem i-circle; so, doubtless, 
w hen th e river goes dow n the engineers 
w ill fi"d a vast am o u n t of m aterial m ade j 
in to a k nd of outside wall in th e slcugh, 
n e o t je b n . king jvrint. 
T his c m be used 
iu repairing w oik td som e extent. 
“I do not consider the bar there am ounts 
to m uch. 
T here has alw ays been a sm all 
bar rig h t at that turn. 
T he quiet cu rren t 
w ill toon scour that dow n. 
I t’s ti e law of 
rivera to deposit sedim ent w hen rising, and 
to clear th e channel w hen the stream falls 
and quiets. 
T here have been m any breaks 
before this in this section, but in late years 
no great change o f course has resulted. 
P eople w ho are alarm ed about this m atter 
now forget th a t th e river banks at this 
point are not like those of sandy sedim ent 
form ation above Colusa. 
T here th e cur­ 
rent can be readily changed. 
“ T he tim e has certainly com e w hen there 
should be a system atic levee plan adopted 
for tbe Sacram ento and San Jo aq u in rivers. 
It w ould be w ell if th e G overnm ent could 
take th e m atter up, b u t a G overnm ent 
C om m ission. I believe, could construct 
leveea only for purposes of navigation. 
T he M ississippi R iver 
Com m ission has 
pow er to consiruct und im prove only those 
levees th at are necessary for th e navigation 
o f th e river. 
T here sh o u ld be one organ­ 
ized levee plan for the w hole river, a r­ 
ranged 
by com petent engineers. 
E ach 
property ow ner m ight possioly be allow ed 
to go ahead and protect or reclaim his 
land, b u t he wonld have to do it w ith re­ 
gard to the entire system and respect for 
the continuing w ork 
of his neighbor. 
T here has been too m uch dam age done al­ 
ready by lack of system in levee w ork. 
T h ere’s an illustration of it in th e San Jo a­ 
qu in delta, near L athrcp, w here for years 
tw o w ealthy Jand-ow ners (both o f w hom 
are now dead) were at w ar over th eir 
boundary line 
T he result was th a t each 
built costly levees, but instead o f jo in in g 
and keeping tbe river out they b u ilt two 
ex tra cross-levees, each som e distance from 
th eir jo in t boundary line, and now the 
river flow ing betw een these cross-levees 
form s a constant m enace to property in 
that locality. 
“T he way tb ieg s have been going on in 
levee w ork show s results th e sa m e a s w ould 
follow if from th e w ell-organized m echan­ 
ism of a m odern new spaper office yon 
should take aw ay the m anaging head, and 
th en say to the com positors: ‘S et all th e 
type you can ; no m atter w h at it is, or how 
m uch ; ju st go ahead and set type.’ ”

S a v a n n a h , Decem ber 26th.—The trouble at 
Jessup yesterday began at 10 a . m , w hen Chief 
M arshal Leggett and assistants were attem pting 
th e arrest of Bob Brewer, a notorious negro out­ 
law aud fugitive. 
Brewer raised his gun and 
deliberately shot and killed Assistant M arsha! 
B arnhill 
The Chief M arshal then fired at 
Brewer, but missed him . Brewer leturned the 
fire, and shot Leggett through both legs. B rew er 
and his crowd, ten or tw elve m en, then lied to 
M cM illan swam p. 
The negroes w ere followed into the swam p by 
several citizens, am ong them W illiam Wood, a 
carpenter, and his son, W illiam Wood. The ne­ 
groes dodged into th e swam p, aud w hen young 
Wood ran in behind th tra Brewer rose up und 
shot him through th e head, killing him in­ 
stantly, am i shot Wood’s fath er in the face. 
A ccom plishing th is m uch, the negroes ran 
further iuto the swamp. 
The news of the death of young Wood, and 
the serious shooting ot his fa1 her, spread like 
wildfire, confusion reigned for a tim e and 
Jessup seem ed to be in th e hands of a violent 
mob. 
M ayor Hopps called a m eeting and hastily 
arrangem ents w ere m ade to protect the town. 
Seventy-live arm ed m en were gathered in a few 
m inutes and fol owed B rew er an d his party a 
distance iuto the swam p. 
McM illan B ay covers over 400 acres, and 
B rew er is so fam iliar w ith its high places th at 
the efforts of the posse to locate him is regarded 
as iu vain. 
The strength of the posse was soon increased 
by a posse of twenty-five arm ed m en and a 
picket line was formed. 
Brew er bad threatened the life of A ssistant 
M arshal B arnhill eince th e officers killed one of 
his pals a few weeks ago, w hile attem pting to 
arrest some colored m en for gam bling. 
Yester­ 
day was B rew ei’s chance, and lie took ad v an t­ 
age of the opportunity w hen the assistant offi­ 
cer cam e unarm ed to the side o f Chief M arshal 
Leggct, who was m aking the arrest. 
B rew er seemed to forget for a m om ent th at 
anybody was trying to capture him aud he shot 
B arnhill down as he would a dog. M arshal 
Leggett, who is badly w ounded in both legs, 
was seen about the affair last night. He said 
w hen he w ent up to arrest Brewer, he knew he 
h ad a bad m an to fool w ith. 
He w anted a force 
large enough to take th e desperado. 
“ W hen I 
got near him ,” th e Chief M arshal said, “and 
w hen he saw who I was, he left the posse who 
w ere talk in g w ith him and cam e tow ard me. 
I heard him say ¡that is th e rascal I w ant,’ and 
stepped behind Mr. R eddish. He kept coming, 
an a l threw my gun to my face aud told him to 
stop 
He looked at m e sullenly and put his gun 
across his shoulder aud 
started back. 
He 
thought I would return to tow n and get assist­ 
ance. 
W hen I got an old m an nam ed Rayford 
and several others, all of whom had guns. I 
turned round to see w hat they w ere going to do, 
and I saw R av'ord exchange h :s 38-caliber Win­ 
chester for a 32-caliber and m ake threats and 
curse the people. 
I knew then we w ere in for 
it. 1 w aited, and liad not long to w ait, when I 
saw B rew er throw his gun to his shoulder and 
lire, 
i lonkcd around and saw m y assistant fall 
to th e ground 
I then returned the shooting at 
Brewer. 
He th en w ounded m e at th e first fire. 
I discharged both barrels of m y gun and I knew 
I was done, and jum ped dow n tbe em bank­ 
m ent and ran . Reddish stood, aud Brew er ap­ 
proached saying ‘ -------------you, I have a great 
m ind to kill you.’ 
He struck h-m and took th e 
gun from him ’ 
News reached the authorities th at J. W. Ryan, 
a w hite m an living there, was the instigator of 
th e affair. A posse was sent to his house to a r­ 
rest him , but Ryan had escaped. 
It is said th at 
h e put a bad idea iuto Brewer’s bead about the 
duty of w hite people to colored folks, and report 
says he excited them by saying the m urder of 
the colored m an killed by B arnhill should be 
a verged. 
H enry A nderson, one of tbe guards pu t over 
R yan’s house, was accidentally shot and killed 
last night by one of his own party. 
He w ent to 
headquarters for reinforcem ents, and was going 
back, w hen a gun held by Townsend w ss dis­ 
charged, blow ing A ndeison’s brains out. 
Last night a colored m an was shot and seri­ 
ously w ounded by a picket w hile com ing bom 
McMi Ian swamp*. He attem pted to slip by the 
officers, w hen he was shot. 
S a v a n n a h , D ecem ber 26th —At about eight 
o’clock this m orning a party of unknow n m en 
attacked the jail a t Jessup, driving aw ay tb e 
guards, in a few m iuutcs ihe doo:s w ere b at­ 
tered in and four m en w ent inside and shot and 
killed Peter Johnson and Bill Hopps. 
The 
lorm e: was ihe m an who had been wounded 
and captured in th efig b t. 
T he m ilitary was 
stationed about h alf » m iie from the jail, but 
by the tim e the detachm ent arrived there, ev­ 
erything was q u iet aud all there was to indi­ 
cate w hat had happened were the bodies of the 
dead negroes. 
The Georgia Hucsars returned to this city this 
afternoon. 
T he Brunsw ick com pany w ere de­ 
ta ile d on duty by the Mayor. The returned 
soldiers reported th e trouble over. T heir pres­ 
ence was only required to quell the excitem ent 
of the citizens ol Jessup, who rem ained. Their 
kitchens and ont-houses w ere filled w ith the 
colored people of the tow n who sought the pre­ 
lection of th eir w hite liieuds. 
A special from Jessup dated 6 p. m. says Mayor 
Hobbs has called a public m eeting to take stops 
to defend th e town to-night. It is believed 
Brewer is near wi»h a large force of negroe®. 
Citizens are organizing and arm ing to aid the 
Brunsw ick hifles .11 case of au outbreak. 
A special train was run out to th e brick-yards, 
w here Brew er was reported to have been' seen, 
aud a d etachm ent of arm ed m en sent out as 
scouts. 
M ayor Ilobbs is in receipt of a telegram from 
Brunswick say irg th e w hite m an who is sup­ 
posed to have instigated th e trouble is in th at 
city, bu t the Mayor will not take steps to have 
him brought back. 
T here is still great excitem ent throughout the 
country around Jessup, but affairs will doubtless 
quiet down in a few days. It is a region of tu r­ 
pentine distilleries and saw m ills, w here thou­ 
sands of negroes are em ployed, and the Jessup 
trouble w ill discourage labor for some tim e to 
come. 
M any negroes are quitting th eir homes and 
m oving to o th er tow ns on the line of the rail­ 
way, 
A large num ber of them w ere taken 
#roin th eir hom es by w hite m en th is m orning 
and severely w hipped, some of them being 
wom en of bad character. 


S T O R M IN G E A S T . 


F e a r f u l R a in a n d T liu n d e r -s to rm in N ew 
Y o rk S ta te . 


S y r a c u s e , Decem ber 26th.—During a frightful 
rain and thunder-storm this m orning, the Peo­ 
ple’s Line Street-railw ay b a n s w ere blown 
dow n an d several persons killed. 
A cyclone 
swept ac oss O nondaga Lake, prostrating m any 
structures. Jt caught up great volum es ot water, 
w hich w ere carried w ildly before it. 
W hen it 
struck th e horse barn of th e People’s R ailw ay, 
it carried aw ay the cornice and roof, aud over­ 
throw ing th e front w all, a m ass of brick aud 
tim ber was hurled into the building, doing 
m uch dam age.

The debris 
fell upon him , killing him 
instantly. Giles 
Wood had a collar bone broken. Joseph Fork- 
heirner was dangerously injured. Several other 
employe* were srightiv injured. The dam age to 
the building is several thousand dollars. 
Oswego (N. Y.), Decem ber 26th.—A violent 
rain and hail storm from the northw est, accom- 
pauted by th u n d er and ligbtuing, passed over 
this section th is m orning.

SUTTEE’S FORT ONCE MORE. 


Colonel Charles F. Crocker has ex­ 
plained that it is the design of his broth­ 
ers, sister and himself to encourage, not to 
weaken, the effort to raise the needed sum 
to recover the Sutter Fort tract. 
That is 
to say, as we understand it, these generous 
natives of Sacramento, whose hearts are 
warm towards the city of their birth and 
the State of their nativity, propose to aid 
largely in the laudable end in view, and 
have 
really guaranteed that the sum 
needed shall be raised if the people will 
manifest lively interest in the matter. 
Wisely, they do not wish the people en­ 
gaged in the effort to work the restoration 
of the property to understand that they 
can fold their hands, and are to be de­ 
prived of the proud privilege of doing all 
they possibly can in such a splendid work. 
The assurance of the restoration is a new 
reason, therefore, for hard and speedy 
work to raise the sum needed to make the 
purchase. 
Then will come the by no means simple 
question of restoration and maintenance. 
Just what that should be, and what its 
cost, is altogether conjectural as yet. 
But 
that it will twice exceed the cost of pur­ 
chase may be accepted asa certainty. The 
R ecord-U n io s has already outlined a 
scheme believed to be feasible. 
That is, to 
erect over the old house now on the site an 
iron and glass memorial hall large enough 
to accommodate many visitors. 
W ithin 
this hall to receive and preserve all his­ 
toric relics that may be contributed to a 
California historical museum. 
To restore 
the old walls of the fort as nearly as may 
be, consistently with the lines of the 
streets. 
To grass the grounds within the 
walls, and provide for the comfort and 
pleasure of visitors. 
To appoint a custo­ 
dian for the place. 
To create a fund, the 
investment of which will secure sufficient 
income to pay say $2,000 a vdar, for the 
wages of the custodian and the cost of 
keeping the structure in repair and the 
grounds in good order. 
Under such a system of restoration, it 
w ill be seen that there is ample room for 
the expenditure of money, and therefore 
for diligent effort to raise as much as pos. 
sible, that the work of restoration may be 
entered upon at once, or as soon as the P i­ 
oneers and Native Sons shall decide what 
form restoration and perpetuation shall 
take. 
When the ground is once prepared 
for visitors, we will find it will become an 
object of great interest to tourists, and that 
as the years recede, more and more historic 
value will attach to the place. There will, 
in time, be grouped the chief of the relics 
of the pioneer era. 
The old guns that still 
frown from Fremont’s fort over the quiet 
town of Monterey would probable be 
brought to the new museum and prevented 
from further decay. 
The stone on which 
the first corn aud wheat were ground in 
the Sacramento valley will be resurrected 
from the mud of the bank of the American 
river where it is now buried, and put into 
prominent place in the Memorial Hall. 
From all over the land the old flags and 
arms of the pioneer era will he gathered; 
the early books and the works ot early 
California art ; the rough-fashioned impli- 
ments of the Argonauts; the remains of 
the first press on the coast; copies of the 
first paper; the first book, and so on 
through a long and all but endless list of 
relies, that to the coming generations of 
California will possess as great interest as 
do the rare collections of the Historical 
Societies of New York, Chicago, Indiana; 
Maryland and 
other communities that 
have adopted similar means of gathering 
and treasuring objects of curious and in­ 
structive historic value, and that mutely 
tell of the era of the conquests of civiliza­ 
tion in its western march until it reached 
the shore beyond which it cannot pass 
upon American soil. 
Let the work of 
raising the fund, therefore, go on with en­ 
ergy, and restoration he made realization 
before the close of the coming year. 


T h e 'Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald says the Republicans in 
Congress have resolved to follow up the 
suggestion of President Harrison and leg­ 
islate for the restriction of immigration. 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Batch- 
eller and Solicitor Hepburn have been in­ 
vestigating the operations of the State Im­ 
migration Bureau in New York, aud have 
returned to Washington prepared to ad­ 
vise that all matters relating to immigra­ 
tion be assumed by the Federal Govern­ 
ment, and that State action in the matter 
be abandoned. 
A select Committee on 
Immigration and Naturalization has al­ 
ready been created in the House, and this 
is taken as an indication of the set of the 
wind in Republican quarters.

naturalization laws need to be amended 
and greater circumspection of applicants 
required, the nation is agreed; that there 
should he put up some bars against immi­ 
gration of a certain class, the people are of 
one mind. 
The control of immigration 
matters by the State of New York has 
never been satisfactory, and the sooner the 
Government resumes its right to manage 
such matters the better. 
The ease with 
which foreigners are railroaded through 
the Courts and turned out simon-pure citi­ 
zens before they understand the full mean­ 
ing of the title is a public shame, and the 
sooner it is removed the better.

L ieutenant Crozier, of our army, 
was seut to Europe to examine into the 
effectiveness of certain new ordnance in­ 
ventions. 
W hile there he had occasion to 
test the new smokeless powder, of which we 
hear so much, 
lu his report to the Gov­ 
ernment he will cot be favorable to the 
new explosive agent. 
The Swiss Govern­ 
ment has used the powder for a very con­ 
siderable time, and experiment and con­ 
stant trial have convinced the Swiss offi­ 
cers that the velocity given the bullet is 
sufficient but that the 
pressure, 37,000 
pounds to the square iuch, is dangerously 
great. 
France, with its new rifles, got 
somewhat better results iu its experiments, 
increasing the velocity and reducing the 
pressure to 34,800 pounds. 
The German 
smokeless powder is however the best, and 
gives more satisfactory results, hut still 
the pressure is too great. 
According to Lieutenant Crozier there 
are three serious objections to all the 
kinds of smokeless powder yet invented 
aud tested: The irregularity of pressure, 
the quickness with which they deteriorate 
and the intense heat, which burns the 
shell and affects the accuracy of fire. 
Until these obstacles ate overcome smok- 
less powder will not come into general 
use. 
But there are some very gratifying re­ 
sults of the Lieutenant’s visit to Europe. 
H e reports emphatically that the L'nited 
States is as far advanced in knowledge 
and ability to manufacture heavy guus as 
any nation of Europe. 
Our six, eight 
and ten-inch guns are as fine as any he 
could find, and superior to most of those 
he saw’ in Europe. 
But in the matter of 
carriages for our heavy guns, the Lieuten­ 
ant reports that we are far behind the 
Governments of the Old World. 
H e pro­ 
cured the designs for the improved carriages, 
and will submit them to the War and 
Navy Departments at once. 


Mrs. Stanford announces that design­ 
ing is to be taught in the Leland Stanford 
Jr. University, as an essential foundation 
to an education that shall not leave stu­ 
dents on graduating as Herbert Spencer 
declared most college graduates are left, 
helpless. 
This is a wise decision, hut it 
was contemplated from the first, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Stanford, in preparing the neces­ 
sary materials for a School of Design, are 
only carrying out their original intention. 
The world is more and more awaking to 
the realization of the truth, that drawing 
and 
painting— the 
ability 
to express 
through designs by light and shade— are 
something more than accomplishments. 
They are tools, arms, that equip whoever 
has them that much the better for the bat­ 
tle of life. 
Every School of Design ought 
to he encouraged, and there is room for 
one in every considerable community. We 
will have, as the result of their establish­ 
ment and promotion, better mechanics, 
better business men, better professional 
men, better tastes, and, in consequence, 
more of refinement of the true order, that 
which carries with it the capacity to com­ 
prehend the beautiful, symmetrical and 
harmonious. 


T re decision of the House committee 
that Silcott was a disbursing agent fur the 
Government, and that the latter is there­ 
fore bound to make good his losses, is 
sound. 
W e do not understand how it is 
possible to occupy any other ground in the 
consideration of the matter. 
Silcott was 
appointed under regulations of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
H is oath of office and his bond 
run to the Government, and not to those 
with whom he dealt in the name of the 
United States. 
The Government was the 
principal in the transaction, and it should 
therefore make good the defalcation of the 
agent. 
Take the ease of the Congressmen 
who were elected in the fall of 18S8, but 
who did not go up to Washington until 
this winter; is it just to hold them to 
their losses because they find that Silcott 
has decamped with their salaries ? 
Cer­ 
tainly not. 
Even if it is admitted that 
they requested him to draw their money 
for them, that has been the custom of the 
House members for years, and it has been 
recognized by the Government that has 
I>ermitted the Sergeant-at-Arms to draw 
these salaries for the purpose of paying 
them over to the Congressmen. 


On New Year’s Day a monster labor 
meeting is to be held in New York City to 
demand from the authorities accommoda­ 
tion for twenty thousand school children 
who are crowded out of the schools for 
lack of sufficient room in school-houses. 
For shame, New York— want the World’s 
Fair, and cannot provide school-rooms for 
the young Knickerbocker? 
Here is Chi­ 
cago’s opportunity to grow sarcastic— in­ 
deed, the Garden City might easily and 
with charitable propriety send on a few 
ready-made school-houses to suffering New 
York, since they have a factory in the 
Illinois town for ready-prepared houses 
packed for shipment. 


I t a l y has abolished differential duties 
against France. 
In taking this step Crispi 
says that it is done with the desire to 
show to France that Italy wishes no tariff 
war with her, but .Signor Crispi npset the 
milk by adding that he has no expecta­ 
tion whatever that France will manifest 
towards Italy an equally liberal spirit.

T h e ease was taken under 
j advisem ent in Y uba, and yesterday Ju d g e 
: A rm strong forw arded th e follow irg <le­ 
i cisión to th e C lerk of th e C ourt in th a t 
county. 
It deals w ith the functions of 
Ju stices’ an a P olice Courts, and w ill be 
found of m uch in te re st: 
s u te rr Superior Court of the Countv of Yuba, 
0I California—Ex parte Belle Biiddingtoii 
on habeas corp.»s. 
The petitioner was tried before the Police 
Court of the city of Marysville, on the 25th 
day of August, 1888, under Section 617 of the 
Penal Code, for vagrancy, and she was then con­ 
victed, and the Court tixed the 27th day of 
August, 1SS8, as the time tor pronouncing sen­ 
tence against her. 
7 he Court permitted her to 
go at laige without bail iu the meantime, and 
when the time for sentence arrived the defend­ 
ant there, but petitioner here, failed to appear 
ior sentence, and thereupon the Court pro­ 
ceeded aud pronounced sentence against her 
of ninety days imprisonment in the County Jail 
of the county of Yuba 
She had left the town 
and did not return till November, 1889, when 
she was arres.ed aud imprisoned und. r the 
judgment. 
The question is: Had the Court jurisdiction of 
the person of the defendant to p»iououuce judg­ 
ment against her of imprisonment in her ab­ 
sence? l'be olleDse was a misdemeanor. The 
Superior Courts, by virtue of Section 1193 of the 
Penal 
Code, 
in cases of misdemeanor of 
which they have jurisdiction, may sentence a 
defendant in his or her absence. This was so 
decided iu the People vs. ltudd (57 Cal. 319). But 
Chapter 1 of Title XI. of the Penal ( ode.com- 
commencing with section 142G and ending with 
Section 1461, prescribes the rules oí law which 
must govern Justices’ aud Police Courts in crim­ 
inal proceedings therein ; and such other pro­ 
visions of the Penal Code as were intended by 
the Legislature to apply to such proceedings in 
those inferior Courts are m entiond in Sections 
1429, 1435,1436,1458 and 1460; and Section 1193 is 
not among the provisions made applicable; and 
there is no such provision in the chapter pre­ 
scribing the mode of preceding in such cases in 
Justice’s and Police Courts. But Section 1431 in 
that chapter provides that “The defendant must 
be personally present before the trial can pro­ 
ceed.” 
The trial, when once begun, is notended until 
the verdict is rendered aud final judgment pro­ 
nounced thereon. (Witt va the State, 5 Cold., 
II.) The Court obtains jurisdiction of the per­ 
son ol the defendant by issuing a warrant of 
arrest, under which its ofiieer arrests the de­ 
fendant and brings him or her before the 
Court; and, jurisdiction of the person is re­ 
tained by holding the defendant in custody under 
the warrant or by adm itting him or her'to bail, 
as prescribed by law. either before or after con­ 
viction. (Penal Code Sections 1429, 145s, 1449.) 
It is provided iu Section 1449 that the Court 
must appoint a time for rendering judgment, 
which must not be more than two days nor less 
than six hours alter the verdict, unless the de­ 
fendant waives the postponement; "if po-tponed 
the Court may hold the defendant to bail to ap­ 
pear for judgm ent.” If it is not necessary th it 
the defendaut should be present when judg­ 
m ent is pronounced, why hold him to bail to 
appear for judgm ent? The defendant is re­ 
quired to be personally iu Court before the trial 
proceeds, and this section proceeds on the hy­ 
pothesis that he or she is in fact in Court, and it 
provides for enforcing his or her presence at the 
time appointed for judgment. 
The provisions ot the Penal Code relative to 
bail are applicable to bail injustices’ aud Police 
Courts. (Penal Code, 113 ) And by Section 1195, 
which relates to bail, if the defendant has been 
discharged on bail, aud does not appear for 
judgment, the Court, iu addition to the forfeit­ 
ure of the undertaking of bail, may direct the 
clerk, if any. to issue a warrant for t he arrest of 
the defendant; but if the Court has no clerk, 
then the Court may issue a warraut for the ar­ 
rest of the defendant to bring him into Court for 
judgment. But this section docs not authorize 
the issuance of a warrant for the arrest of a de­ 
fendant unless he or she had been discharged 
on bail, and failed to appear for judgment. 
Such is the meaning of this section when read 
in the light of the law prescribing the proced­ 
ure in Jusiices’ aDd Polite Courts. 
It would seem clear that, as the mcar.s of en­ 
forcing the presence of a defendant before judg­ 
ment, and none to enforce his or her presence 
after judgment, are provided by law, it was in­ 
tended that he or she should be present at all 
stages of the trial. This accords with the com­ 
mon law. At the common law. when corporal 
punishment for a felony or misdemeanor was to 
be inflicted, such as rillory or imprisonment, 
the defendaut must be personally present in 
Court when sentence is pronounced against him 
or her; but where a pecuniary penalty only can 
be awarded judgm ent may be given* in his or 
her absence. The reason for this distinction, as 
stated by Chitty, is this: “There can be no 
process after judgm ent to bring the defendant 
lu iu order to set him in the pillory or to visit 
him with any corporal inflictions.” 
But a 
capUi* pro Jine may be issued to take him, as in 
a civil case, if he refuses to pay the fine. (1 
Chit. CT. Law, 695, 696; People vs. Wiuchell, 7 
nowen, 5‘25 and notes thereto; Son vs. People, 12 
Wend, 344; Clark vs. The State, 4 Hump., 254; 
Andrews vs. The 6tate, 2 Sneed, 550; state vs. 
Jones, 2 Yerger, 21.) 
The common law of England, so far as it is 
not repugnant to or inconsistent with the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, or the Coustitu- 
tion or laws of this State, is the rule of decision 
iu all the Courts of this State. (Political Code, 
Section 4468.) And the common law rule, ac­ 
cording to Chitty, is that "where a defendant is 
committed to prison it ought to appear upon 
the record that he was present at the time of 
committal” (page 696). 
This principle of tne common law was applied 
in the case of ex parte Kearney, 55 Cal. 212, 
where the Court decided that where there are 
no presumptions in favor of the jurisdiction of 
the Justices or the Police Courts it m uit appear 
affirmatively from the record that such inferior 
court had jurisdiction of the offense and the 
persou of the defendant at the time of pro­ 
nouncing judgm ent. or the judgmont would be 
void. And in Andrews vs. the Mate, 2 Sneed, 
551, the Court decided that "if the defendant be 
absent, either in prison or by eseaps, there is 
want of jurisdicti u over his person to proceed 
with the trial or to receive the verdict, or to 
pronounce final judgm ent.” In that case the 
defendant had escaped during the trial, but af­ 
ter the jury retired to deliberate upon their ver­ 
dict, and the Coui t said: "VYe conclude that 
the action of the Court in receiving the ver­ 
dict and 
rendering the judgment iu 
the 
absence of the defendant was illegal. As to 
the nature and cxteut of the error, it was 
such as to vitiate the proceeding and reuder 
it, not voidable merely, but null and void: it 
being founded in a want oí jurisdiction over ihe 
person of the accused at the time the veidict 
and 
judgment 
were rendered. 
A defect 
of jurisdiction 
as to the subject or per­ 
son 
has the effect to render the judg­ 
ment of a Court absolutely void.” This case 
was affirmed in the later case of Witt vs. the 
State, 5 Cold. II. Aud in the People vs. R ed-¡ 
inger, 55 Cal., 21*8, the Court said : "In fact 
Courts have no jurisdiction over persons charged 
with crime, unless iu custody, actual or con­ 
structive. It would be a farce to proceed iu a 
criminal cause unless the Court had control 
ov*:r the pe:son charged so thut its judgm ent 
might be made effective.” 
A defendant is iu actual custody when held 
in Court under the warrant of arrest; he or she 
is iu constructive custody when out on bail. In 
the latter case the law provides for taking the 
defendant into actual custody when he or she 
fails to appear iu Court according to the terms 
of the undertaking of bail, 
as there is no law 
cooferriug jurisdiction on inferior Courts to pro­ 
nounce judgment in the absence of the defend 
ant, and the petitioner was not present when 
the judgment ol imprisonment was rendered 
against her, it is void 
There is nothing in the 
point that the Court cannot consider this matter 
on habeas corpus. 
I he counsel lor the petitioner makes the point 
that, as one year is the time prescribed iu 
which a prosecution for a misdemeanor may be 
instituted after the commission of the offense, 
by analogy a judgment is barred by the lapse of 
one year after its rendition; but it is unnecessary 
to decide this point. The Legislature, it may 
be presumed, omitted to prescribe a limitation 
as to judgments in criminal cases, because, un­ 
less the defendaut was at the time of the ren­ 
dition of judgm ent in custody, actual or con 
structive. there is no process to’take the defend­ 
ant in execution of the judgment. 
It seems to be conceded by counsel that, after 
convictiou aud before judgment, the Police 
t*mrt permitted the petitioner to go without 
bail, so that she might leave the city, and the 
judgment when rendered in her absence might 
be held as a me ace against her return. How­ 
ever, this would seem to be incredible. It 
would be using the process of the law, not to 
punish offenders for crime, nut to bauish th m 
ir«»m the c:ty. The law makes no provision tor 
the m inister of the law in one city or locality 
to banish their crim ina s and iinpos*e them upon 
another city or locality. The duty of the Courts 
is to punish crim e—not to banish crim ina’s— 
and I am uuwilling to believe that any Judge 
ever so far forgot his duty under his oath of 
office as to connive a: any escape for the pur­ 
pose ot driving cut of his community its crim i­ 
nals iustvad of punishing them. 
But in this case, as the judgment is void, the 
petitione is entit ed to her liberty, and it is 
therefore ordered, adjudged and decreed that 
the Sheriff do forthw ith discharge bcr from cus­ 
tody.

IT CALLS A CONVENTION OF SEVERAL 
RIVER COUNTIES, 


Am i D ecid es to In co r p o r a te-S 100,000 


W anted for th e P ostoflice— 
T he N ew Charter—Etc. 


The special m eeting of the City Board of 
Trade held yesterday, 
for the purpose 
of considering various m atters of public 
im portance, was largely attended. Presi­ 
dent P. E P iatt presided, and in calling the 
m eeting to order, stated that the subjects 
to be considered were: First, the incor­ 
poration of the Board for the purpose of 
erecting a building; second, Mr. Alsip's 
resolutions, providing for a river im prove­ 
m ent convention; third, the appropria­ 
tion for the Government building, and 
fourth, the selection of fifteen freeholders 
to form ulate a new charter. 
M r. W illiam Ingram , Jr., moved that the 
river im provem ent m atter be first consid­ 
ered. and it was so ordered. 
The resolutions introduced by M r. Alsip 
at the last m eeting of the Board were then 
read by Secretary Pickett. 
[These resolu­ 
tions were published in full in the R e c o r d - 
U nion of the 24th.] They recited the fact 
that the river had been neglected in the 
past by the Federal Governm ent and should 
be improved w ithout delay; alsothat a con­ 
vention be held of delegates representing 
the counties of Sacramento, Butte, Yuba, 
Sutter, Colusa, Yolo, Solano and Sun Joa­ 
quin, together with the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of San Francisco, and that it prepare 
and present a strong memorial to Congress 
on the subject. 
Mr. A hip moved tbeadoptionof the reso­ 
lutions. 
President P latt then read a letter from 
Governor W aterm an expressing regret at 
his inability to be preseDt, and assuring 
the Board of his deep interest in the m atter. 
The resolutions were adopted w ithout a 
dissenting vote. 
On motion of Mr. Alsip, Governor W ater­ 
m an was included as a deU g.te to the con­ 
vention on behalf of the State at large. 
Mayor Gregory offered the following pre­ 
amble and resolutions on the subject of 
river improvement: 
To the Honorable Senate and Houte oj Represent­ 
ative* in Congress assembled: 
Whebeas, Professor George Davidson, of the 
Mississippi River Commission, has expressed 
be sentiments of the people of the Sacramento 
valley in the tollowtng language, to w it: “ What 
we should have 15 a Government Commission 
for the bncrameuto and San Joaquin rivers, to 
have full charge ot navigation, levees and all 
improvements-just as the Mississippi is now 
managed. 4 am one of the members of that 
Commission. It consists of seven members, ap­ 
pointed by the President of the United States. 
General Comstock, of the Eugineer Corps, is 
Chairman. Three of the Commission are en­ 
gineers, and four civilians. One is a lawyer. 
Congress gives us large appropriations, and all 
matters relating to the river, from its source to 
its mouth, are under its control—leveeing and 
everything. That’s the way things should be 
here. The Sacramento is the chief river of this 
great State. It is the direct line of commerce. 
Our great ships now enter Suisun Bay. The 
Government should just as properly levee and 
care for the ;river as for the Mississippi. Let 
the Chamber of Commerce or some of our j>eo- 
ple take the matter up and have the attention 
of our Representatives drawn to the matter. 
There could be a Commission of three mem­ 
bers, with a Government engineer at the head 
of it. The river could be leveed and put in the 
way of permanent and systematic improve­ 
ment 
and whereas, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of San Francisco has expressed similar 
sentiments in a memorial addressed to Congress, 
and has added that the neglect of the fcsacra- 
mento river is a serious menace to the integrity 
of the harbor of San Francisco and to the com­ 
merce ot the State; therefore, be it 
Resolved, By the Board of Trade of the city of 
Sacramento, representing the people of the 
chief commercial city of the interior of the 
State, that Congress be urged to legislate for the 
appointment of a Government Commission for 
the Sacramento river, said Commission to have 
full charge of navigation, levees and all im­ 
provements, as the Mississippi river is now 
managed, with a view to securing systematic 
treatment of the Sacramento river; said Com­ 
mission to be provided with a sufficient appro- 
E 
riation to enter upon the work when it shall 
ave decided upon a proper system of treat­ 
ment. 
And your memorialists will ever pray. 
Mayor Gregory said that his object in 
offering these resolutions was not to antag­ 
onize those offered by Mr. Alsip and al­ 
ready adopted. 
H e desired that the Board 
of Trade should place itself on record in 
the m atter as regards what course should 
be pursued in the way of redeeming the 
river. But the Board, if it preferred, might 
refer the resolutions to the Convention. 
The Government had expended $300,000,­ 
000 in improving and protecting the Missis­ 
sippi river, and he could see no reason 
why it should not deal as justly with the 
Sacramento river, which isas im portant to 
the Pacific coast as the Mississippi is to the 
central portion of the union. 
Mr. Alsip said he was in favor of the 
Board adopting the resolutions offered by 
the Mayor, but he did not think the Board 
should take any action in the way of di­ 
recting the Convention. These resolutions 
m ight, however, be properly adopted as in­ 
structions to the Board's delegates to that 
body. 
Sparrow Sm ith moved that the resolu­ 
tions be referred to the delegation to be se­ 
lected by the Board to attend the proposed 
Convention. 
It was so ordered. 
On m otion of Mr. Alsip, it was voted 
that the Convention be called for Friday, 
the 17th of January. 
The Chair named as the committee on 
behalf of the Board, Messrs. Alsip, Ing­ 
ham , Gregory, W einstock and Sm ith. 
THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 
T his m atter was next taken up, and 
Joseph Steffens, of the committee appointed 
to report resolutions »o be forwarded to the 
Representatives in W ashington, said that 
before their departure for 
W ashington 
these gentlemen had been interviewed on 
the subject, and as soon as Mr. McKenna 
arrived in W ashington he opened commu­ 
nication at once with the Supervising 
Architect, and a plan outlined by Postm as­ 
ter R D. Stephens had been considered. 
Mr. M cKenna, it was telegraphed, had 
asked for an additional appropriation of 
$50,000, but the latest be (the speaker) had 
heard on the subject was the published re- 
g 


jrt that Senator Hearst had introduced a 
ill placing the lim it of the cost of public 
buildings for cities of this class at $300,000. 
T he committee had been confronted with 
the difficulty of preparing 
resolutions 
nam ing any specific sura as desirable, for 
fear of conflicting '“ith the ideas and plans 
of our Representatives in Congress, lienee 
it had formulated the follow ing: 
W iiereas, Onr delegation in Congress has for 
some rime been doing efficient and creditable 
work in the matter of providing Sacramento 
with a much needed postoffice and revenue 
building; thereiore, be it 
Resolved, That we tender our thanks to our 
members in Congress and urge them to do all 
possible to provide for and have constructed, at 
as early a date as possible, a public buildrag 
suited to the present and lnture wants of the 
rapidly increasing growth of this the principal 
inland city of the Pacific coast. 
Postm aster Stephens here asked perm is­ 
sion of the Board toread the following letter, 
which he thought would help to guide it 
straight in its action : 
Washington. December 21st. 
My Dear Sir: In response to your favor I 
begtosav that I introduced a bill to increase 
the postoflice appropriation to $300,000, an in­ 
crease of $150,000, instead of $50,000. Thanks 
for letter. Yours truly, 
J. McKenna. 
R. D. Stephens, Esq. 
Mr. Stephens said he had read the pub­ 
lished dispatch to the efiect that Mr. Mc­ 
K enna had introduced a bill to increase the 
appropriation to $200,000, and then wrote 
him a long letter, presenting the subject 
f u l l y , a n d the letter just read, in response 
thereto, was received by the last mail. 
Mr. Stephens then went on to explain 
the hist-Ky of the legislation on the sub­ 
ject, w ilts all its perplexities and uncer­ 
tainties, aod said that now, however, the 
situation seemed to be all right and satis­ 
factory. 
Our Senators and Congressmen 
had consulted together on the subject, and 
were in full harm ony in regard to what 
should be done. They have all, he said, 
agreed upon $300 000 as the sum needed to 
erect the proper sort of building here. 
It 
seemed to him that the proper thing for 
the Board ol Trade to do would be to sup­ 
port the representatives in both branches 
of Congress in every way and to nam e 
$300 000 as the m inim um sum necessary 
for the wo-k, which would enable them to 
more readily secure that sum. 
The Board 
should also commend the delegation for 
the arduous labors they have performed in 
the m atter, and especially Mr. McKenna, 
the Representative from this district. If 
the citizens of Sacramento should evince 
no special interest in a subject so full of 
im portance to them , the Members of Con­ 
gress would have little to stand upon in 
laboring for the proper appropriation. 
Mr. Steffens moved the adoption of the 
resolutions as reported. H e thought them 
sufficiently comprehensive. The Members 
of Congress from this State had arrived at 
a definite basis for action, and be thought 
the recom mendations contained in the res­ 
olutions just right. 
Mr. A. A n d r e w thought tue Board should 
ask for $500 000. 
It could not ask fur too 
m uch in order to secure the snm actual!y 
needed. 


Mr. Steffens suggested that the resolu­ 
tions m ight be amended so as to specify the 
sum of $500,000. 
Mr. Y. S. McClatchy offered the follow­ 
ing am endm ent:

No little excitem ent was caused shortly 
after noon yesterday by the report that 
Fred Gray, who ¡3 employed in a saloon 
beyond the north levee, had been shot by 
a tram p on the north levee. 
A R eccbd-Union reporter who was de­ 
tailed to investigate the m atter found that 
the rum or was correct, aud the history of 
the incident is as follow s: 
About noon Gray left the saloon where 
he is employed and started out to order 
some groceries at a store on the corner of 
Seventeenth and J streets. After he had 
proceeded a short distance on the levee he 
was hailed by a dirty-looking tram p, who 
asked him for a dime. 
Gray informed the m endicant that he 
had no m oney with him , bat told him that 
if he would wait there a few m inutes he 
would get him a little money. 
At this the ruffian became enraged and 
declared that Gray lied when he said he 
had no m oney with him . Gray repeated 
his former assertion as to the vacuum in 
his purse ana the tram p heaped upon his 
head such vile abuse as no m as with any 
courage can stand with equanim ity. 
Stung to the quick by the cowardly in­ 
sults of his unknow n assailant, Mr. Gray 
“gave him oue with his right,” whereupon 
the tram p quickly pulled a revolver and 
shot Gray in the breast. The victim was 
not armed, but he made a rush to seize the 
villain, who fired another shot, which 
struck Gray just forward of the right 
temple, the ball coming out near the middle 
of the forehead. 
The perpetrator of the diabolical deed 
then took to his heels, and the victim, who 
had tallen to the ground, with wonderful 
pluck regained his energies and started in 
pursuit of the rascal. 
The chase was bootless, however, and the 
pursuer soon realized that the best thing he 
could do would be to devote a little atten­ 
tion to his own selfish interests. Suffering 
severely from his wounds, and weak from 
the loss of blocd, be bravely made his way 
to the Receiving Hospital, where City Phy­ 
sician Nichols dressed his wounds, and did 
all that could be done to alleviate his suf­ 
fering. 
The police were prom ptly dispatched to 
look up the miscreant, but up to a late 
hour, unfortunately, no arrest was reported. 
After the wounded man bad received 
proper surgical attention he was removed 
to his home, 909 Tenth street, where, at 
last accounts, he was doing a3 well as could 
be pxpected of a man who has just been 
‘shot hard enough to kill.” 
WAS IT ATTEMPTED SUICIDE? 
The latest developments in the case were 
those disclosed by officer M att Coffey, one 
of the party sent out to investigate the 
affair, aud who was seen by a R ecord- 
U nion reporter late last night. 
In the vicinity of the spot where the 
shooting occurred the officers were unable 
to find anyone who had any knowledge of 
the alleged assault. A t a point between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, near the 
levee—very close to the spot where Gray 
says he wa3 shot—is a watchm an, who has 
charge of the cattle corrals in the vicinity. 
He was there at the hour when the shoot­ 
ing is said to have occurred, and affirms 
that he heard nothing of it. 
The officers also visited Nelson's saloon, 
close at hand, where Gray has been em ­ 
ployed in the capacity of bartender. They 
were informed by the proprietor that he 
had heard nothing of the shots. 
Nelson 
also said that Gray had been on a spree for 
several days past, and he laughed at the 
idea of his having been assaulted as set 
forth by his own story. 
It was learned, furtherm ore, that a pis­ 
tol belonging to Nelson had been taken 
from the bar, and the ball taken from 
Gray’s body was found to be exactly like 
those nsed in that weapon. 
Both the wounds being from 
shots 
glancing from right to left, would suggest 
the possibility of their having been inflicted 
by the victim himself, aud the fact that 
both wouuds were powder burnt serves to 
strengthen this theory in the m inds of the 
officers. After concluding his investigation 
elsewhere, officer Coffey interviewed the 
wounded man at his residence. 
‘‘W hat did you do it for?” inquired the 
officer, with intentional abruptness. 
“ W hy, I didn’t—what do you mean ? I 
didn’t do it,” returned Gray, in a rather 
faint and half-hearted m anner, “ but I sup 
pose it m ight as well have happened that 
way.” 
“ You took Nelson’s pistol, didn’t you?” 
asked Coffey. 
“No, I didn’t,” returned Gray. 
“Then how does it come that Nelson’s 
bullets—one of which I have—is exactly 
the same as the one taken from your arm?” 
quickly asked the officer. 
'W ell,” answered the wounded m an, “ I 
suppose it just happens to be the same 
size; I don’t know.” 
The result of the investigation on the 
part of the police seems to convince the 
officers that Gray has been the author of 
his own tribulation in this case. 


SACRAMENTO. 


You’re A ll K lglit”—Som e Com parisons 
W ith O ther Sections. 
It has been well suggested that Sacra- 
m entans m ight give some attention to re­ 
lieving the distress of other sections. Here 
everything is all right; no flood in the 
Capital Ciiy ; no rise in prices ; no corner 
in food supplies; no suspension of busi­ 
ness ; no interruption of communication 
with trade districts ; no trouble about pro­ 
tecting the city from fire; no delayed 
m ails; no bridges swept aw ay ; no roads 
washed out,” 
But by the dispatches this m orning it 
will be seen that far and wide elsewhere 
there is trouble enough. 
San Francisco is 
so afflicted with water that her fire engines 
cannot respond to alarm s in tim e to save 
property, the food supplies have been cut 
off and meats have gone away up to famine 
prices. 
Sacramento had her Christmas 
turkey at 22 cents, while San Francisco had 
to pay 30 cents a pouud, and got only a 
poor lot at that. 
Some coast valleys are said to be seas of 
mud. and roads here and there are washed 
out, bridges swept away and general smash 
played. The mails to and from the south 
have to go by water, or not at all; railroad 
cim m unication is cut off between San 
Francisco and Los ADgeles and the whole 
country south of Mojave. 
Los Angeles is 
partly under water, and her people mourn: 
rivers of the south have risen, joined forces 
and swelled into seas; orange groves have 
been flooded, and towns and cities are iso­ 
lated as island in the broad ocean. 
W hile the people have been reading of 
the majestic, rolling Sacramento, and breaks 
in the levees, and speculating about -the 
tule basin filling with water, down south 
and on the coast destructive floods have 
occurred and business has been very seri­ 
ously injured. 
If the good people who are in trouble 
want to get into a p lace of safety and where 
thiD gs “are as th ey were,” they can come 
up this way and get their regular chops and 
steaks at old prices, and e n jo y life secu re 
against the assaults of th e elements, and no 
extra c h arg e made. 
Sacramento has a river at her door that 
needs dredging, fortifying and wise treat­ 
ment, but with all that she can commiser­ 
ate her luckless neighbors, who on the 
coast and in the south and at the metropo­ 
lis have too much water. If things grow 
much worse for the citizens of other parts, 
Sacramento will have, in common charity, 
to send out a few steamboats and bring the 
sufferers to this haven of safety and place 
of peaceful, uninterrupted enjoym ent of 
the pleasures of life.
